Armistice 


Armistice Day of itself has come into a fixed place 


in history. The occurrence of which it is commemora- 
tive, the downfall of Central European autocracy, is 
sufficient to give it rank among the world's very great- 
est events. 


Now it is proposed to add to the significance of the 


Day by an attempt on the part of the world's greatest 
nations to enter upon a binding agreement to settle fu- 
ture international disputes by reason and arbitration 
instead of bloody and indefensible appeals to brute 
force. 


In every town and city in America today Armistice 


Day is celebrated in appropriate manner. 
Prayer -will 


be offered for the success of the Disarmament Confer- 
ence. 
Great masses of 'people in America, England, 


France and Japan will petition those to whom the des- 
tinies of the Conference are entrusted to heed the cry 
of The People for lasting Peace. 
Leaders of thot in 


every community will voice the appealing cry of the 
multitudes for peace everlasting. 
Insistent demand will 


be made on the confreres in Washington to take The 
People into their confidence and listen more to the 
heart appeal of fathers and mothers and less to secret 
diplomacy and expediency. 


If The People only persist in their efforts much 


good will come out of this Conference. 
If they urge 


their fixed demands with reason and tact it is impossi- 
ble that those who profit by war and bloodshed can 
work their will to the undoing of future generations and 
the -wreck of civilization. 


But it is a People's fight, and The People should 


be undeceived. They are at direct issue -with the forces 
of Greed and Plunder. 
To this time the cards are 


stacked against them. Those who have called the Con- 
ference and those in whose hands its fate rests are more 
or less unwilling agents. 


The moving minds on the world's stage, while per- 


haps not entirely out of sympathy with the purposes of 
the Conference, are not by training and instinct pre- 
pared to cut loose from the Past and establish pre- 
cedents such as the masses of men and -women would 
like to see established. The real friend* of disarma- 
ment, the real leaders of this movement, do not hold 
directly in their hands the reins of power. 


They must act from the outside. The force of an 


enlightened and aroused public sentiment i* the instru- 
ment upon which they mutt rely. So it is up to the 
rank and file of the American people to act and act 
promptly. 
It is fitting that this conference is held on 


American soil for it is her* that public svntimeni can be 
marshalled more quickly than anywhere else in the 
world. It is hen that the physical ayoncies for tho 
gathering «ad tranmuMMHi of tint news ar* n*o«t highly 


organized, and it is here that the people are most accus- 
tomed to impressing their -will on gatherings of this 
kind. 


The soldiers in the late -war are to a man against 


further slaughter such as they -witnessed in Europe. Our 
churches constitute a mighty agency for influencing 
both the minds and the action of legislative and delib- 
erative bodies. Our people as a whole are acquainted 
with the means of making their reasonable demands 
known and their capacity for concentrated action is 
greater than that of any other people in the -wold. 


So this is America's task. The great work that is 


launched today is peculiarly America's job. And as 
our ability to produce results is greater than that of any 
other people, so are our responsibilities proportionaetly 
greater. What enlightened public opinion demands in 
America is finally done. If our people act in this great 
world crisis unitedly they can produce surprising results 
before the adjournment of this great Conference. 


So again we repeat the injunction—THIS IS 


AMERICA'S TASK. Much has been said in the past 
three months about this Conference being foredoomed 
to failure. THAT, WE INSIST, IS NOT AMERICA'S 
WAY OF GOING ABOUT THINGS. He who gives up 
before the battle is on is inevitably defeated. 
In the 


past America has entered upon a work of this kind by 
insisting that nothing that is right and just is impossi- 
ble. 


Let that be America's spirit now. Let us assume 


that the men who are now gathered in Washington are 
not wholly against the heart's desire of the world's 
masses. Let us give them the benefit of the doubt. Let 
us rather assume that the confreres at Washington are 
as honest as the rest of us and will lead us into partial 
disarmament as a step toward the ultimate complete 
disarmament of every nation in the -world and the sub- 
stitution of arbitration and reason for the sword. 


Let us assume that Christ's -words are not al- 


together without avail in the hearts and minds of those 
who assemble in Washington, but at the same time and 
in every fair way known to self-governing people insist 
that these men do not adjourn without accomplishing 
practical results for the relief of the peoples from the 
monster War. 


If we make use of the means at our command the 


cynics will be fooled and material results for the cause 
of Peace can be achieved. This is only an insignificant 
community, but our people thru sholdiers* organiza- 
tions, thru the churches and thru public assemblages 
can impress their -will on the delegates to the Washing- 
ton Conference. And if similar action is taken all over 
the land we may rest assured that surprising results 
are in store for ourselves, while a priceless heritage -will 
be the legacy of this generation to the remotest gen- 
erations of ou:^children.
